The butcher said he will sign up 300 custom- 
ers, sell them meat at wholesale—‘“that includes 
the best steaks at 50 cents a pound,” be says— 
and charge a blanket fee of $1.25 weekly per 
family. 

“Tf I get 500 patrons,” Rookstool 
weekly fee will be cut to 75 cents.”

400-Passenger Plane 
Completes First Flight 


SAN DIEGO, Cal., Nov. 


23—(UP)—The world’s largest 


land-based plane, designed to carry 400 soldiers, successfully 


completed its first test flight Sunday, 


one hour. 

Test Pilot Russell Rogers, 
after a slow approach over the 
City, landed the Consolidated-Vul- 
tee Aircraft Corporation's XC-99 
as light as a feather at Lindbergh 
Field. 

“The plane flew better than I 
anticipated and | had no difticul- 
ties,” Rogers said. 

“It flies better than a B-36,”’ 
pilot Beryl Erickson said, 

Crowds, estimated at 100,000 on 
the airfield and. nearby hilltops, 
cheered the landing. It required 
10 minutes to turn off the six 
throbbing engines after taxiing 
the plane to the experimental 
vards,

Shaken by 
Earthquake 


HELENA, Mont., Nov. 23—~4)— 
An earthquake shook most of 
Montana early Sunday, but appar 
ently caused little damage. 


The tremor was reported strong- 
est at Butte. where Prof. Stephen 
W. Nile, of the Montana School of 
Mines faculty, said the first shock 
was recorded at 2:46% a. m. 
(MST). Nile said he had reported 
to the Geodetic Survey Office inv 
San Francisco that there was no 
damage. The severest tremor liast- 
ed about 10 seconds, Nile said. 
Some Butte householders reported 
plaster cracks, but no major dam- 
age. 

Nile said the quake was the 
strongest recorded in Butte in the 
past four years. It was the first 
time since 1936 that a tremor had 
touched off the “heavy-duty” sets- 
mograph, one of two at the col- 
lege, he said, 

The quake was Helena’s 2.877th 
since 1935, according to the U. 8. 
Weather Bureau. Helena observ- 
ers timed a faint shock at 2:46 
a. m., and a larger one a minute 
later, They said the earth motion 
was east to west and classified the 
two tremors as “weak” and “mod- 
erate,” 

Police had no reports of injury 
or property damage. 

-At Great Falls, tremors reported 
as ‘‘very light” shook houses, but 
there was no ——- of property 
damage. 

Similar reports came from Bill- 
ings, Missoula, Lewiston, Living- 
ston, Harlowton, Malta. Havre, 


Glasgow, Kalispell and Bozeman. 


The Red Cross relations officer 
at Helena said no damage reports 
had been made to him. 

At Denver, a “major earthquake” 
lasting about one and one-half 
hours was recorded at 2:45 a. m. 
(MST) Sunday by the Regis Cab 
lege. seismograph. 

Fr. Joseph Downey estimated 
the upheaval was about 2,000 miles 
to the south, probably a little east 
of Mexico City. 

At Mexico City the Tacubaya 
Meteorological Observatory said 
its instruments showed no record 
of an earthquake in the vicinity 
of Mexico City Sunday morning. 

“If there were an earthquake 
our instruments failed to record 
it.” an attendant said. 

There were no reports from the 
Mexico City area that a quake had 
been felt.

We Need New 
Highway Laws 


Today's substitute feature ts another in a 
series concerning suggested revision of the State 
Highway Board. It was written by J. Knox 
Gholston, of Comer, a former member of the Board and at 
one time a member of the General Assembly. He is author 
of the widely-discussed Gholston Bill directed at reforming 
the State Highway Board. ; 


By J. KNOX GHOLSTON 
I agree with State Auditor Thrasher that- a Constitutional 
Highway Board of any number, appointed by the Governor, elected 
by the people or elected by the Legislature, within itself, would 
be a failure without Constitutional laws controlling and directing 
every act in administering the affairs of the Department. With- 


out proper laws of direction, such a Board would be an even worse 
failure than the present setup, and certainly is no solution for the 
diabolical and disgraceful political system under which the High- 
way Department now is being operated and administered. 


Any Governor who insists on appointing the mem- 
Governor bers of the Highway Board intends to hold dicta- 
torial powers over the members of the General Assembly through 
and by these appointments. The Governor must be divorced from 
any connection with or participation in the administration of the 
Highway Department if it is freed of politics, collusion and dis- 
crimination. 

Remove the Governor from any connection with or participation 
in the affairs of the Highway Department, ahd remove the high- 
way funds from the Governor's control and you will eliminate his 
domination over the Highway Department. gAppointment by -the 
Governor means all members will be of one political faction. Ap- 
pointments by the Governor of the Board for six-year staggered 
terms means the Governor in office will at times have two- 
thirds of the Board of his own political faction.

Legislature lature, for six-year staggered terms, is the only 
feasible and common sense way of removing politics and discrimi- 
nation from the Highway Department. The first election should 
be three members for two-year terms, four members for four-year 
terms and three members for six-year terms, thereafter all mem- 
bers for six-year terms. Fach new Legislature, every two years, 
would elect one-third of the members of the Board, which would 
mean that all political factions and groups would be represented 
at all times on the Board. 

Only the Legislators from the Congressional District from which 
a member is elected should vote to elect a member from that Dis 
trict. South Carolina has followed this plan of electing members 
of the Highway Board by members of the Legislature for the past 
10 years. The Governor of South Carolina has no more control 
or influence over the Highway Department of South Carolina than 
he has over the Highway Department of Georgia.

ment. I cannot believe the people want to permit a Governor to 
have full control of $150,000,000 jn fuel oil taxes and Federal road 
funds to use as political barter, with no laws governing its alloca 
tion and distribution. I| refuse to agree that the people favor a 
system which permits a Governor to place 42 percent of the roads 
in his county on fhe State System and only 5 percent in another 
county, pay his county $220.40 per mile for maintaining its county 
roads and only $33795 per mile for maintaining roads in other coun- 
ties, paving 31 percent of al! roads in his county and only 4 percent 
in other counties, using Highway funds to pay all his county's 
expenses and not levying a penny in taxes there. I don't think our 
people want a set-up which allows the Governor to spend $1,143, 
063.82 in his two home counties itn one vear, and only $225,041.06 
in all 17 counties of the Tenth Congressional District. 


The Way who admit the Highway Department has been a politi 
cal football since its creation, but who admit defeat in saying it 
cannot be changed. I say it can be changed and made free of poli 
tics and corruption whenever the people wake up to the true condi 
tions and take it out of control of the Governor and demand the 
General Assembly enact legislation to correct these conditions. 

Any candidate can create enough pvwhblic sentiment in rural 
counties of the State to make him Governor if he will expose the 
corruption and illegality as shown by the records of the Highway 
Department, with the promise of correcting this when elected.

The Miracle of Propaganda 


W ASHINGTON—Americans are by far the most gullible people 
on earth. They are “suckers” for all kinds and conditions of 
hawkers, both fancy-vested and‘in sober business suits: It may be 
true that one “cannot fool all the people all the time” but three- 
quarters of a century ago Phineas T. Barnum, who was both @ 
great showman and a keen amateur psychologist, discovered and 
announced that “A sucker born every minute.” He made @ 
great deal of money out of his idea, but he was an amateur come 
pared with his successors, the high-powered advertising executives 
and promotion men of today. Complete with Harvard accents and 
trick polls, these modern ‘‘pitch men” deal in millions where Bar- 
num took in dimes. 

Campaigns and drives are the tools of the trade of these ultra-— 
supersalesmen in the pay of business organizations. Over the years 
the world’s most easily duped public has been gradually conditioned 
to the varied methods of dollar-gouging, so that today the average 


man does not even respond to anything less formidable than a full- 
sized national ballyhoo campaign. Half of the days on the calendar 
are dedicated by the hucksters to “selling” the public on everything 
from flowers to oil burners. On top of this, the weeks are appor- . 
tioned to various objectives that call for more serious propaganda 
efforts.

: The people of the United States were not even per 
Campaign mitted to help the starving nations of Western Eu- 
rope without a full-seale, circus:-barking campaign. Two special 
days were needed, or so the Administration thought, to get across 
the idea that assistance was needed. So, Tuesday of each week 
was decreed to be meatless day. Thursdays were designated as 


eggless and poultryless days. 


Unfortunately, the public failed to underatand how eating less 
poultry would contribute to any large saving of grain, which might 
later be shipped to a hungry Europe. Egyed on, one might say, by 
the arrival by express at the White House of crates of chickens 
from indignant farmers who had been exhorted pot to eat the eggs 
that the chickens laid, nor to prevent the laying of eggs by eating: 
the chickens, the President’s Food Committee returned to sanity. 
It ruled that chickens could be eaten on Thursdays. 


Jubilant, the poultry industry prepared to cash in on its victory. 
It called in its promoters and advertising people and demanded a 
hot plan designed quickly to increase the consumption of poultry. 
The medicine men came up with a formula with the speed of a 
magician plucking a rabbit out of a hat. They suggested a counter- 
campaign to cash in on the natural reaction. Four days after the 
funeral of poultryless Thursdays, the Poultry and Egg National 
Board, meeting in Chicago, called upon the public to “Eat more hens 
to help” the situation. It was not quite clear from the papers 
what “situation” was referred to—the European food situation or 
the financial situation of the poultrymen—but the people did not 
much care. They were off on another emotional spree. 


Objective The Poultry and. Egg Board called for the culling of 
136,000,000 chickens by Jan. 1. It was estimated that 
this would save 30 mfllion bushels of grain. This objective would 
he accomplished, announced the Poultry and Egg Magi, if every 
American family ate one hen a week for the following six weeks. 
Either there was a miscalculation for the psychological reasons 
in the figuring, or the Board wished to be on the safe side in 
selling hens, because unofficial tigures indicate that one hen a 
family per week would use up the 136,000,000 fowls in less than 
four weeks. This, however, is a minor point. On the other hand, 
of major interest to the buying public is the fact that, despite what 
would appear to be a surplus of chickens, both cold-storage and 
fresh, their price on the open market is continuing to rise rather 


than to decrease. 
M tt If the poultry industry has success with this newest 
OTlO drive, one may be sure that the manufacturers of cheese; 
suspenders, galoshes, and canned applesauce, will take due note of 
the matter. We may expect to hear from them as well as the 
pickle manufacturers, and, likewise, the firms that process rabbits’ 
feet into lucky charms. The hucksters are very well aware of the 
fact that the national income today is four times as high as it was 
in the depression year of 1932. Even taking account of today’s 
high prices and taxes, there would still be a residue left in the 
pockets of the public, a fact which one may be sure has not escaped 
the notice Of ¢he experts paid to take cognizance of such things, 
The American people have often been not only gullible, but guile 
less. Those who have something to sell have vivid imaginations, 
It is hardly within reason to expect them to forget the first com. 
mandment in the “pitchman’s” bible: “Never give a sucker an 
even break.” ,

Division) to pick up rubbisp. 

Keep lumber or old materials 
stacked on rack at least 3 feet 
off ground, 

Build rack three feet off 
ground for garbage cans. 

Keep garbage cans covered 
with tight lids. 

Cover basement 
with hardware cloth. 

Tack metal strips on bottom 
of doors leading to basement to 
prevent rats from gnawing 
through. 

Keep chicken feed in closed 
metal containers where rats 
cannot get to it. 

Keep wire guards around 
shrubbery close. to house, to 
prevent rats from climbing onto 
house. 

Mrs. Opal Jackson, Chairman 
of the Chamber’s Health Com- 
mittee, has asked that badly 
infested areas be reported to 
the Health Department, Sani- 
tary Division, or to Women’s 
Chamber for survey of premises, 
baiting where necessary and 
help in cleaning up areas.
